The firm is 
engaged in ribbon and silk importing, 
has its principal house in Paris. 
During the years 1«79 and 1882 the 
Auffmordts were consignees of all the silks 
and ribbons manufactured by Jean Adam, 
Senn & Co., of Zoffingen, Switzerland, and 
an allegation in the complaint was that by 
instruction of A. C. Aaffmordt & Co., Senn 
& Co. made fraudulent invoices of all the 
goods they shipped hither, greatly under- 
valuing the latter. The outcome of this 
business is that Senn & Co. were totally 
ruined, and their manufactory was sold for 
the benefit of their creditors. Mr. Senn's 
financial misfortune so preyed upon his 
mind that he finally committed suicide.

Bro., of Louisville, Kentucky, for $4,420 
on lard siezed by the Government during 
the war, was reported adversely in the 
United States Senate on the 10th.
